1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 , 13-14, 23 and 51-60, drawn to low pass non-adaptive and non- 
variable filtering, classified in class 382, subclass 264. 

II. Claims 1-12, 15-22 and 24-50, drawn to adaptive or variable filtering, 
classified in class 382; subclass 261. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

(1) Regarding invention I: where claims are drawn to class 382/264 regarding low 
pass non-adaptive and non-variable filtering. 

(2) Regarding invention II: where the claims are drawn to class 382/261 
regarding filters that are focus toward adaptive or variable filtering. 

2. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of claimed Invention II: 
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- Species 1 based on sieve filtering technique in modifying the image (Examiner 
suggesting to include claims 1, 5-12, 15-20, 22, 24-29 and 30-33, if Species 1 being

-Species 4 base on adaptive filtering to modify the image (Examiner suggesting 
to include claims 1, 15-20, 22 and 46-50, if Species 4 is being elected), 

-Species 5 base on nonlinear filtering to modify the image (Examiner suggesting 
to include claims 1-2, 5-12, 15-20 and 22, if Species 5 is being elected).
